1 . The Department of Defense (DOD) of the United States of America and the 
Department of National Defence of Canada (DND) entered into a Memorandum of 
Understanding Concerning the Exchange of Defence Professional Personnel (EDPP 
MOU) on 2 October 1991 for a period of 10 years. Amendment One extended it for 
one year. Under Amendment Two, the Participants hereby extend the EDPP MOU for 
a period of one more year.
